1.  'later  Supply 


As  a result  of  the  continued  dry  weather  in  July  and  August 
t.  i*o  were  complaints  of  shortages  of  water  at  Hawes  and  Gayle,  ,/orton, 
Cubeck,  .Ays garth  and  Carperby* 


Schemes  are  being  prepared  to  provide  new  supplies  to  Norton 
and  Cubeck  and  to  augment  the  supplies  to  Hawes,  Gayle  and  Ays garth.  The 
provision  of  a now  storage  reservoir  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct 
at  Csrperby,  will  meet  the  demands  of  the  village  during  drought  periods. 

Since  the  new  storage  tank  was  completed. to  serve  the  village 
of  Counter sett  there  have  been  no  further  complaints  of  shortage  irom 
this  Village. 


Bacteriological  Examination  of  70  samples  of  water  taken  irom 
the  various  village  supplies  show  that  in  many  cases  chore  was  evidence 
of  intermittent  pollution,  duo  probably  to  the  water  being  contaminated 
by  sheep  which  graze  over  the  catchment  areas. 


None  of  the  16  separate  supplies  to  the  various  village o 
are  treated. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  dwellinghouses .and 
the  number  of  the  population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  m the 
various  parishes.

An  extension  was  made  to  the  sewer  at  che  North  end  oi  Bain- 
bridge  to  serve  the  new  Council  Houses  which  are  in  course  of  erection. 

The  proposed  SUB-REGIONAL  DRAINAGE  SCHEME  to  provide  a Sewerage 
Scheme  to  the  villages  of  Aysgarth,  West  Burton,  Thoralby  and 
Newbiggin  has  been  amended  and  separate  schemes  have  been  prepared  xor 
Aysgarth  and  West  Burton  only. 


Refuse  Disposal

New  Council  Houses 


Eight  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  at  Hawes.  Pour  houses 
are  nearing  completion  at  Ba inbridge , in  addition  four  houses  are  in 
course  of  erection  at  each  of  the  following  villages:-  Askrigg, 

Oarperby  and  Aysgarth. 

The  Council  propose  erecting  a further  ten  houses  at  Hawes 
and  two  at  West  Burton. 

H ou sing  S urvey , (hob house  Report) 

71  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  917  remain  to  be 
inspected  in  order  to  complete  the  survey.  Progress  in. .this  .survey  has 
been  impeded  through  the  Temporary  Assistant  leaving  and  not  having  been 
replaced.
